RK-HMOND, Va., May 39.—With blare of

The earlier trains 
from the north and south brought many 
accessions to the enormous crowd which 
filled the city. The military companies 
were met at the depots by members of the 
local military committee .and <<scorted to 
the great exposition building, where most 
of the citizen soldiery was quartered. As 
the later trains arrived, however, the new- 
comers were escorted or directed to the

On some of the buildings were 
hung battle flags, tattered and worn, and 
as the veterans passed beneath them on 
their way to the place of assemblage, they 
broke forth into hearty cheers. 


formation of the Parade. 


The gathering of the militia began at an 


early hour in preparation for the parade. 
The head of the procession formed on 
Broad street facing north, the left resting 
on Adams street. First came a squad 
of mounted police, then the Stonewall 
band and following was the chief mar- 
shal ex-Governor Fitzhtigh Lee, wearing 
a broad yellow sash as his badge of ollice; 
his chief of staff, Gen. John K. Cooke, 
wearino-a whit* sash, and the chief mar- 
shal's aids, among whom were Senators 
Bate of Tennessee; Colquitt, of Georgia; 
Hampton, of South Carolina; Ransom, of 
North Carolina; Col. Basil W. Duke, of 
Kentucky; Gen. Eppa Hunton, of _\ir- 


Einia-ex-Governor Scales, of North Caro- 
lina- Gen Joe Wheeler, of Alabama, and 
many other distinguished southern sol- 
diers Following the marshal's were the 
carriages containing the invited guests m 
charge of Capt. A. W. Garber; the Vete- 
ran cavalry uncle* the command of Gen.

He was greeted with 
prolonged applause and cheering. Taking 
the gavel from Governor McKinney'b hand 
Gen. Early announced in a few well 
chosen words the orator of the occasion.

The Statue Unveiled. 


Every point in Col. Anderson's address 


was greeted with warm applause, and 
several times he was obliged to suspend 
his remarks, while the crowd cheered 
again and again. At the conclusion of 
his address, a wave of iipplause swept 
over the crowd and rippled out again and 
again, until hands were tired and throats 
were hoarse. When in a measure silence 
had been restored, Gen. Joseph E. John- 
Bton arose from his seat behind the ora- 
tor's stand and leaving the platform 
walked toward the monument. On either 
side walked a veteran ex Confederate from 
the soldiers' home-Joseph Marion White 
anil J. J. O'Neil. 
His progress was 


greeted with continuous cheering. Reach- 
ing the front of the monument, he took m 
his hand the end of the long rope which 
held the great white veil about the statue. 
A gentle pressure, and the veil parted, and 
falling on either side disclosed tbe beauti- 
ful outlines of the statue.

BRIBERS. 


Wonder how many republican papen 


there are that reason as does the Omaha 
World-Herald about the prospects of th 
tariff.bill in the Senate?That paper firs 
calls attention to the fact that the member! 
of the house are afraid to get outside th< 
party traces as they must depend upon the 
party organization for the votes with whicl 
they hope to be re-elected. It then goes on 
to say: 


"But with the senate thecase !s different 


Many of its members, having bought their 
seats and paid for them, believe they can do 
so again and therefore do not feel under 
any parti?ular obligation to fulfill the pro- 
visions made by Mr. Quay prier to the 
election." 


Are we to understand from this that it Is 


safer to drpend upon the briber to do the 
just thing than upon the man who is made 
by the people? We have thought that some 
of the republican members of the House 
were made of mighty weak stuff, but we 
had not thought they were worse than the 
bribers. 


The men who so to Washington because 


they are rich and unscrupulous are looked 
to hopefully to show a broader degree of 
statesmanship than the brainier cowards 
who are in the House. 
The product of 


mammon is really expected to be more just 
than a child of the people. A Western pa" 
per sees a bill that is bad leave the 
House, and it takes hope that the bill will 
be amended for the better by a gang of 
boodlers. This is a much lower estimate 
than any democratic paper has put on the 
republicans of the House. 


If this is the style of congressman that 


is going to Washington from the West, 
would it not be well for our people to exer- 
cise some care in choosing their represents' 
lives? Certainly the Northwest ought to 
send men who can be depended ou to be as 
honest a? the fellow who buys a political 
position. How do the people of this part 
of the country like to hear that the men 
whom they elect to office at Washington 
are not nearly so good as the bribers who 
buy office? If the people can't do better 
than this, they had better retire from the 
business of voting and let the sheriff sell 
the offices to the "highest and best bidder." 


But we have a notion that our people can 


do better. Our folks now have a pretty 
distinct idea of what they want, and the 
next time they go up to vote, they are con- 
fidently expected to call for it. The re- 
publican members who are now In the 
House may be worthy of less trust than the 
bribers in the Senate, but our people will 
take care that such a batch of cowards 
shall not be sent on to represent us again. 


And it should be remembered In these 


parts that Capt. Jonathan H. Row ell is one 
of the men who voted lor a bill that out- 
rages even the bribers' sense of Ju-tlce. We 
would like to know who there are among 
Kowell's constituents that are interested in 
higher taxation on the necessities of life?
